Probably you have scen in the 
shops Japanese dwarf trees, with 
@naried and knotted trunks, some of 
them over o hundred yearr old. 
These, of course, are the oulcome of 
the-most claborate and careful cultl- 
vation, and are expensive. But why 
not experiment with growing dwart 
trees for yourself in small pots—it'll 
vost you very. Mitle. : 

Three-inch .flower-pols are: best 
for the purpose, and these should be 
nearly filled’ with poor, sandy soijl.. 
Seedlings can usually be gathered in 
the vicinity of -Inrge trees; they are 
shooting up itt profusion at this tlme 
of year; and on na day in the country 
you should be able to collect speci- 
mens of yew, onal bench, horse- 
chestnut, and other sultable plants, 

Plant them very firmly Jn the 
three-inch pots, one to cach pot, and 
stand them in oa shody place until 
their roots are well established. 
Afterwards they can be placed on a 
window-sill in full sunlight, but they 
must be on‘w hard, level base, to pre-.

That the Inte Mr. S. Y. Liang 
would have recovered from his in- 
Juries had it not been for a secondary 
attack of pneumonia in his left lung 
was the opinion of Dr. J. Durran at 

J the inquest which was held yester- 


day before Mr. W. Schoficld at the]: 


Central Magistracy, Deceased fell 
from his pony while riding In the 
Third Extra Race Meeting at Happy 
Valley on April 10, as a result of 
which he had five broken ribs and a 
Jacerated right lung. i 

The jury empanclled were Messrs. 
J. Fraser (foremun), Chan Pak-lulc 
ond Chong Mui-fatt. Sub-Inspector 
Dorkin represented the Pollee, and 
Mr. R. A. Wadeson appeared on be- 
half of the Hongkong Jockey Club. 

Dr, Durran stated that Hie was at- 
tending the race mccting in the place 
of Dr. J, W. Anderson, the Jockey 
Club physician, and witnessed the 
full. Decensed was quickly trans- 
ferred to the Hongkong Sanatorium, 
where X-ray photographs of the chest 
tnd spine were taken. 
photographa-it was discovered that 
from. the second to. the sixth’ ribs 
all the bones.were broken, while the 
right lung had . been ruptured and 
had consequently collapsed. 

Witness said that he attended de- 
ceased throughout his illness. Bron- 
chial pneumonia set in, in the left 
lung, and eventually caused death. 
Had {t not been for this pneumonia, 
there was no renson why deccased 
should’ not have, recovered. The 
Pneumonia might have been caused 
by..the aspiration of blood into the 
other lung or by the simple impact 
on the chest. : :

Pony Quite Fit - 


Mr. G, G. N. Tinson, steward in 
charge of the paddock of that day, 
stated that he had seen the: pony 
Tabby Cat'in the paddock and there 
was nothing unusual. The animal 
was perfectly fit, Witness saw 
deceased fall, and his {mpression 
was that in falling deceased strucle 
the ralls. . 

Major. F. Hoge of the Hongkong 
Jockey Club, stated that he was 
watching Tabby Cat during the race 
and had the impression that it touch- 
ed the horse in front, Happy Ven- 
ture. From his experience, If ao 
horse behind touches. one In front 
ie one behind as a rule stumbled or 
ell. 

On April 29, witness tricd Tabby 
Cat out with four other ponies and 
found it quict at the gate and ensily 
controlled. It appeared to have a 
soft mouth. Witness had often seen 
deceased riding, and was of the 
opinion that, like a lot of other 
Chinese - riders, deceased rode by 
balance and not by, grip, though a 
certoin amount of grip must be used. 
Such a rider wks more likely:to come 
off if the horse stumbled than one 
who gripped.

Prior to this incident, while turn- 
ing into the back stralght, deccased 
forced witness off the ralls. Had 
witness’ pony gone in instead. of out, 
.the same thing might have‘ happen- 
ed then .as happened later. ‘There 
was a certain amount of risk in what 
Mr. Liang did, and in trying to act 
through a small opening he was tak- 
ing a definite risk. 

In answer to Mr. -Wadeson, wit- 
‘ness said that all jockeys at Happy 
Valley had been repeatedly warned 
by the Stewards that they must not 
try to get through openings unless 
they were absolutely sure they would 
not interfere with another horse or 
rider. They were also warned thar 
if they did so, they could do it a 
their own risk, 

Mr, I. C. Harris, rider of Happy 
Venture, sald that about the half- 
milepost he felt as if his mount wos 
going lame. National Anthem, who 
was running alongside, moved up. 
and.the feeling departed. When he 
unsaddled he examined his horse but 
found no marks. At the time when 
witness felt his horse gdirg lame, he 
did not fecl any bump or hear any 
shout. "' .

Probably - you have seen in the 
shops Japanese dwarf trees, with 
garied and knotted trunks, some of 
them over a-hundred ’ years old. 
These, of course, are the outcome of 
‘the most elaborate and careful -culti- 
‘vation, and are expensive. But why 
not experiment with growing dwarf 
‘trees for yourself In small pots—Iit'll 
kost you very little. 

Three-inch flower-pots are . best 
for the purpose, and these should be 
nearly filed with poor, sandy soil. 
Seedlings can usually be xathered in 
the vicinity of large trees; they are 
shooting up in profusion nt this time 
of year; and on-a day In the country 
you should be nble to collect speci- 
Imens of yew, onale beach, 
chestnut, and other sultable plants. 

Plant them very firmly in the 
three-inch pots, one to cach pot, and 
stand them jin a shady place until 
their roots are well established. 
Afterwards they can be placed on a 
window-sill in full sunlight, but they 
‘must be on a hard, level base, to pre- 
vent.the roots from growing through 
the drainage holes, at

the possible loss of their belongings. 
I understand that a. comsidcrabie 
number of the Hal Yuan's passengers 
have lost’ not only. all baggage but 
also their passports and money. 
Among the passengers was a party of 
Malayan Chinese who are just com- 
Pleting a tour of China and were 
visiting Canton before -returning 
home, They are now without clothes 
or baggage.” 


The accident might have been 


worse," said Chief Oflccr Worsley, 


“the Hal Yuan's officers and crew did 
very well in the work of transferring 
the passengers,. though the carliest 
boats to approach us were apparently 
manned by the compradore's staif 
which was not Very efficient at the
